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archaeological  investigations  at  the  installation.  A  collection  consists  of  all  of  the  materials, 
artifacts  and  associated  documentation  (e.g.,  field  notes,  maps,  photos,  data  analyses, 
correspondence)  produced  as  a  result  of  an  archaeological  investigation  or  project  at  a  single 
site  or  multiple  sites.  In  some  cases,  the  same  archaeological  site  may  have  been  investigated  by 
various  individuals  or  organizations.  Depending  on  where  the  resulting  collections  are  curated, 
they  may  be  stored  and  identified  as  separate  collections  or  separate  components  of  a  single 
collection.  In  cases  where  the  artifacts  and  records  have  become  separated,  we  list  the  records 
collections  repository  as  well. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  locate  all  collections  cited  on  available  archaeological 
site  records  or  in  published  and  unpublished  references  to  archaeological  investigations  on  the 
installation. 

Collections  Not  Located 

Approximately  one  box  of  diagnostic  artifacts  from  the  1977  Coastal  Zone  Resources 
investigation  of  site  3 1  Cd7 1  was  reportedly  stored  at  the  contractor's  office.  Coastal  Zone 
Resources  no  longer  answers  at  the  former  telephone  number.  Fort  Bragg  is  aware  of  the 
problem  and  is  attempting  to  track  the  materials. 

An  unknown  number  of  artifacts  are  unaccounted  for  from  1984  and  1991  investigations 
of  sites  31Cd98  -  31Cdl05  (and  several  isolated  finds)  by  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Savannah  District.  These  missing  collections  are  also  being  investigated  by  Fort  Bragg  and  the 
Savannah  District  Office. 


NAGPRA  Related  Materials 

No  funerary  objects  were  identified  in  a  thorough  a  review  of  the  archaeological  records, 
associated  literature,  and  telephone  interviews.  The  final  examination  of  sacred  objects  or 
objects  of  cultural  patrimony  may  be  established  by  the  associated  Native  American  tribes  (if 
determined  to  be  culturally  affiliated  and  the  objects  meet  the  definitions  and  restrictions 
specified  in  NAGPRA)  upon  further  deliberation. 

No  human  skeletal  remains  have  been  identified  in  the  collections. 


REFERENCES  TO  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS

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NATIVE  AMERICAN  TRIBES  ASSOCIATED  WITH  FORT  BRAGG 

Although  site  records  and  project  reports  did  not  indicate  cultural  affiliation,  there  is 
ethnographic  evidence  that  Native  American  groups  resided  in  the  area.  One  federally 
recognized  Native  American  tribe,  the  Cherokee,  claims  aboriginal  land  approximately  160  miles 
west  Fort  Bragg  (U.S.G.S.  n.d.).  The  Cherokee  controlled  much  of  the  southeastern  United 
States,  including  the  Carolinas,  at  the  time  of  European  contact.  In  1838  and  1839,  the  Cherokee 
were  forced  to  move  west,  however,  a  small  band  hid  in  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina  and 
avoided  capture.  The  descendants  of  this  group  now  comprise  the  Eastern  Band  of  Cherokee 
Indians,  who  have  a  reservation  in  western  North  Carolina.  The  groups  that  moved 
west  now  comprise  the  Cherokee  Nation  of  Oklahoma  in  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma  (King  1994.95- 
98)  and  the  United  Keetoowah  Band  of  Cherokee  Indians  also  in  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma  (Slagle 
1994:9899). 

Another  federally  recognized  group  that  was  known  to  inhabit  land  near  Fort  Bragg  is  the 
Catawba.  Ethnographic  evidence  places  them  in  what  is  now  northern  South  Carolina 
(Hudson  1976:7;  Waldman  1985:33;  Blumer  1994:91-93).  Their  present-day  reservation  is 
located  approximately  100  miles  southeast  of  Fort  Bragg  in  Rock  Hill,  South  Carolina. 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 


P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with  Native 
Americans  with  federally  recognized  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Enclosed  are  a  draft 
NAGPRA  Section  6  Summary  letter  (Appendix  I)  and  a  list  of  the  tribal  chaiipersons  from  the 
federally  recognized  tribes  which  may  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections  (Appendix  II). 

Initial  consultation  should  be  conducted  on  a  govemment-to-govemment  basis.  Refer  to 
P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  for  specifics  on  required  Native  American  consultation  and  the  legal 
definitions  of  items  subject  to  NAGPRA.
